We copy fromthe correspondence of 
Bell Smith, whose entertaining series of let- 
ters, aFé in the course of publication in the 
National Era, the following interesting

The Voice, as an Instrument. 


Mr. Asit is obvious that the 
abuse to which that noblest, most beaut 


ful and difficult of musical instruments, the

us, arises from the ignorance so 
versally prevailing, concerning the ditticul- 
fy of its developement and cultivation, al- 
low me to offer a few suggestions upon the 
subject, which L-hope may find place in 
four interesting and instractive journal.

It is also a 
for Huitation im the constraction of 
other me truments; and those are consider- 
ed tnost superior and perfect, that their 
tones recemble most nearly the human voice, 
Less is necessary to be said of its beauty, 
especially torpthose who have listened to 
the thrilling voices and wonderful) execu- 
lion of Caradori, Sontag or Lind; buat 
that more respect may be had for it, . with 
revar(l to the manner of its development 
wnd cultivation, let us examine a little more 


‘closely the difiiculties that attend them.-- 


Nowe will deny that the piano is a difficult 
instrument, and the violin much more so, 
and yet every tone in the former is: fixed, 
vid can be produced at will, and beyond a 
doubt, by striking the right key; the violin, 
having bat four fixed tones, is, with regard 
to intonation alone, proportionally more 
ditheult. As the voice has. no fixed tone 
at the command of the will, the difficulty 
of correct intonation is therefore propor- 
lionate. As an imperfect illustration of 
this, let us suppose the white keys on the

Early Indications of Genius.

Johnson after him lett Oxford, without a

fat, oily man of God,” he afterwards so 
pieturesquely described, and partly in 
poetical efforts and aspirations.

Turkish Women. 


The care with which the Osmanlis have 
always kept their wives and daughters 
apart still prevails in Constantinople. ‘To 
ask a Turkish gentleman after his wife, or 
his daughter, is to give him mortal offence. 
If he alludes to them he ealls them “ the’ 
home,” or ‘the honse.” He will tell you 
that the house is well. Also when he an: | 
nounces to his friends the birth of a dangh- 
ter, he says, ‘‘a veiled one,” or “a stran- 
ger has been given to me.” He is taught 
by the Koran to honor his wife, and to be- 
lieve that she will be, equally with himself, 
a participator in Heavenly felicity. The 
teaching effectually displares the vulgar er- 
ror that declares the’ Mahomedans to  be- 
lieve women have no souls. Polygamy is 
allowed to this day in Turkey, but it_ is so 
surrounded with social and religious diffi- 
culties that it is rarely practiced. The 
Koran allows a Mussulman to, marry four 


legitimate wives, but tells bim expressly 


that it is meritorious to marry only one.— 
In Constantinople the ulemas, the great 
bodies of government officials, the naval 
and military officers, the tradesmen 
the workmen, have yenerally only one wife. 
In the provinces one wife is even more uni- 
versally the rule. And new, all the great 
officers of state make a merit of wedding 
one wife only, to show a good example to 
their countrymen. Nor is the wife a slave 
entirely. In her own apartment she is su- 
preme mistress. She may receive her fe- 
male friends, and her male relations ; she 
may go out in the day-time (veiled and 
attended ); and her husbagd consults her on 
all his affairs. She is not the painted. doll

tic, and is effectually protected by the state 
from cruel treatment. The Mussulman is 
bound by law to maintain her according to 
his rank; if he fails in this she may claim 
a divorce.

In 1824, the eG was made by a 

large number active friends of Sunday 
schools to form a national society under the 
title of the American Sunday School Union, 
for the pur of combating the efforts ol 
local Sunday school societies, and to pro- 
duce concert of action—to strengthen the- 
hands of the friends of religious instruction 
on the Lord’s day—to disseminate useful in- 
formation—circulate’ moral and religious pub- 
lications in every part of the land—to make 
the liberty of the press contribute to the lib- 
erty. of the Gospel, and to plant Sunday 
schools wherever there is a population. 
Of the twenty officers and managers of the 
society at its organization in 1817, four only 
survive, one of Whom is a member of the 
present board. ; 

In this. second. period, which extends to 
1431, the business operations of the society 
advanced trom $5,000 to $77,000. The mis- 
sionary tund, which in 1824 was $330, ad- 
vanced to $25,000, and the work of supplying 
the Mississippi valle? with Sunday schools: 
was undertaken as a specific object. 

In 1830 the Sunday. School Journal was 
established. In 1%33 a resolution was adopt- 
ed to attempt for the Southern States what 
had been so successfully accomplished in the 
‘valley of the Mississippi. The most impor- 
tant sections of the country were explored, 
from year to year, by agents and missionaries, 
and destitute places were supplied with 
schools so far as the means of the society 
would allow. 

With 1849 we completed our first quarter 
of a century, and we published in that single 
year four times as many books as the whole 
catalogue of 1827 contained, and gathered 
nearly halt as many children into new 
schools, as there were in all the Sunday 
schools of the United States when our Union 
was organized. We, this year, published the 
first section of the Village and Family 
Library, of 24 volumes 192. pages each, neat- 
ly bound and lettered, for the sum of #3 00 
Which is just halt what 20 yolumes of equal 
size cost when we began our work. 

By comparing 1853 with 1824, we are pre- 
sented with an, impressive contrast. The 
value of moral and religious books distribnied 
the first year of the present society $3,563 93, 
stands against $140,000 the last year, and 
41,050 schools in our connection in all the 
land at the former period, stand against 1,702 
established last year by our agency. Every 
department of our operations has proportion- 
ately expanded in importance and interest. 

This new structure, including the ground 
and the ftitting-up of the premises for the 
business of the Society will cost, when com- 
pleted, upwards of $64,000, the shelving 
alone costs $5,000.

| Arrival of the Mail Steamer. | 
News from the Atlantic States and Europe. 


“The Pacitic Mail Steamer. John L. Stephens. 
which had been so anxiously expected for 
several days, arrived yesterday, about the 
time the Pacific was ready to'go to press. 

The most important news brought by this 
arnval, os that England and France have re- 
jected the propositions of the Russian Czar, 
and war is declared. The Allied fleets have 
entered the Black Sea, but no engagement 
had as yet taken place in the Baltic. The 
Turks had been compelled by the Russian 
forees to evacnate every portion of the left 
bank of the Danube except Kalafat. This 
intelligence was brought to New York by the 
Asia, which had arrived with news from Eng- 
land to the 8th of April: | 
In this connection, a treaty has been nego- 
ciated between the American Minister and 
the English Government, which is of the ut- 
most importance to our Government. Under 
this treaty England admits the protection ex- 
tended by the American Flag to both ship 
and cargo, and also_renounces the right of

Ashley. This latter had ten votes: 
avainst itin the House, and passed that body 
« month avo. The ‘committee to which it 
went in the Senate kept it baek ull the very 
latest, so that none of its friends could sue- 
ceed in getting it up tor consigeration in the 
confusion and haste ot Friday and Saturday. 
There was a clause in the Revenue Bill as it 
came from the House viving one tourth ot 
the poll taxes’ to the School Fund, but the 
Senate would not concur in this, so at 
was stricken out. Perhaps, till the School 
law is amended, it was just as well it should 
be so: though we regretted it. : 

The Governor yesterday vetoed what was 
termed the Deficiency Bill: and we were 
vlad of it; for the people's sake. Some ot 
its: features were. not pleasant.. It is now 
pretty certain that this year the 5tate’s reve- 
nue will meet its expenses. The Deficiency 
Bill would have made this impossible. 

It has been gratitying to observe that there 
has been less noise, noting ant drunkenness 
among the legislators, than ihere was two 
years ago at the close of the session in- this 
city. No dotibt the tone of moral feeling is 
gradually improving among those chosen to 
make our laws: though it is easy to see that 
the room for improvement is still pretty wide. 

None of the Bills fixing the capital, the 
place of residence tor the State officers, or 
the place for holdinye the Supreme Court 
were acted on by both Houses : aud there- 
tore, we shall probably have two or thiee cap- 
itals the ensuing year, tt we have any. :
